In som'1 forms a certain 
amount of headway can be made 
At any rate, the subject is of present 
and vital interest and an analysis , 
of such facts as wc do know leads 
us to believe that taluable progress 
is possible in the near future 
While there are named 20 causes 
cf heart disease, we will name only 
a few of the most prominent 
Congenital Type 
Congenital heart disease In those 
cases the heart does not develop 
completely before birth and unna- j 
tural connections exist in the cham ­ 
bers and divisional walls of the 
heart 
It may be said at once that 
there is no way to present thf’se 
conditions; they are not due to any 
disease present in the parents 
For­ 
tunately. they are very rare

unknown and there are no known 
specific 
preventatives

know, 
however, that the disease develops 
in wet, cold, variable weather; that 
family susceptibility plays a role:

monly in pool", crowded, insanitary 
districts where exposure to cold, 
fatigue, infection and undernourish­ 
ment of children are common, an« 1 
that infections of the nose on.'1 
throat 
often 
precede 
rheumatic 
fever 
The pr« *vention of rheumatic 
fever, then, and of the heart disease 
that follows it, resolves itself into 
improving the living conditions of 
the members of susceptible fam ilies 
As soon as a case pf rheumatic fever 


develops, 
the 
pat;ent 
should 
be 
watched carefully for years. 
The other infection which causes 
hear? damage is syphilis, and the 
public campaign against this may 
do some good in the prevention of 
this typo of heart di ease 
Psychic and nervous causes 
o f 
heart symptoms 
are frequent and 
the program 
fo r mental hygiene , 
here is suggested .as a preventive 
m easure 
The thyroid gland and 
its extra 
activity is a very frequent cause— 
perhaps third in frequency—of heart 
disease With what we know of the 
control, with or w ith o u t surgery, of 
thyroid disease, much may be done 
to control this form 
The most frequent cause of heart 
disease and the most destructive 
the one that begins in middle age 
with the degenerative changes in 
the arteries, high blood pressure 
and kidney change is less suscept­ 
ible to preventive control Except to 
cut down the p ressu re of life over 
50 and bank the fire 
of activity, 
there is nothing th at we know to do 
for this scourge of our modern day
